Nixon And The Crossback 


One of the big imponderables in 'his most curious 


of campaign years is Richard Nixon. In several rip- 
•norting forays that will have him making 200 separate 
•peeches for Barry Goldwater in the short span of three 
weeks before November 3. Nixon could work wonders 
toward bringing the reluctant Republican moderates 
back into the fold. He could be the spark plug for 
Operation Crossback. 


The snide commentary of (he wiseacres Is that 


Nixon is doing it for himself alone, hoping in 
emerge as the nig potential healer within Republican 
ranks. According to these cynics, Nixon Is dead 
•ure that GoWwater is going to lose by it big margin. 
In which case the unreconstructed Republican Right 
Wing will be so hopping mad at the Rockefellers, 
the Kuchels, the Javitses, the Cases and the Lodges 
for sitting on their hands that they will bust the 
G. 0. P. organization wide open rather than support 
any moderate four years from now other than Dick 
Nixon. 


Objectively considered, it is perfectly true that 


Nixon, along with Bill Scranton of Pennsylvania, is 
creating the base for a post-election healing movement 
within Republican ranks. But Nixon's best friends re- 
«ent the imputation that their man is concerned with 
capitalizing on a Goldwaler 
catastrophe. They see 


Nixon as being out for vindication because of I960, 
when he lost his own campaign by a squeaker when a 
few votes in Cook County, Illinois, and elsewhere, might 
have put him over iE they had, as Nixon himself thinks, 
been properly counted. The partisans of this view find 
It extremely significant that Nixon should have started 
his Operation Crossback campaign right out in northern 
Illinois, which is where he considers he was robbed four 
years ago. Nixon got such an enthusiastic response from 
the Cook County precinct workers that he came away 
from the experience almost treading on air. 


Ever since then he has been scenting something 


more than the opportunity to remain a healer within his 
party. Mindful of the several surprises he has witnessed 
in his life, he sees Goldwater pulling off a repetition of 
the Truman last-minute victory of 1948. This would al- 
most certainly result in Nixon being named to the 
Cabinet as Secretary of State, which is the one appoint- 
ive position in government that he is uniquely qualified 
to hold. Nixon, according to his close friends, can almost, 
taste the opportunity of putting his own impress on the 
conduct of U. S. foreign affairs. 


If this tn an example of the alleged Nixon self- 


ishness, it hi «*e that would have fortunate by- 
product* for the country as a whole. For Nixon, 
unlike the GoWwater of the "Why Not Victory?" 
book, i> not against ultimate accommodation with 
Soviet Ruiwia. His own view of foreign affairs 
ranges himself ms somewhere between the Demo- 
cratic Party position and the old Goldwater position. 
That he would be for deals with Soviet Russia—but 
only on condition that Khrushchev m?ets our condi- 
tions far dealing, and not vice versa. 


The Nixon idea, according to his friends, would be 


to get something langihle for the East Europeans and 
for the U. S. itself for every concession lo Russia. 


| Thus, under a Nixon dispensation within the Stale De- 


partment, no wheat would go to Russia as long as Soviet 
technicians remained in Cuba, or as long as the wall 
remained in Berlin. No help would RO to Communist- 
dominated states in eastern Europe without quid pro 
quos that would result in advancing the liberties of 
people inside those states. And, in the Far East, fhere 
would be no neutralization deals short of a complete 
pull-back of Mao Tse-tung operatives in the Ixinlerlands 
around Red China. Accommodations, yes, but not with 
unaccommodating people. 


Naturally, Nixon is not demanding anything from 


GokiwHter. Nor is he authorizing his friends to .speak 
for him. The friends are speaking, nonetheless. And if 
Nixon can really get Operation 
Crossback off the 


ground, Goldwater would almost certainly be willing to 
reward Dick Nixon by giving him free play in the State 
Department.

For there is no 
more explosive issue in modern 
politics than controversies involv- 
ing personal or official integrity. 


It is not the President who is on 


trial, but the Senate of the United 
States, and it still is within the 
power of the committee to call 
its members into session and let 
the witness testify and be cross- 
examined.

Peanut flour is a relatively new 


remedy for homophilia. It is said 
lo reduce clotting time by stimu- 
lating fibrin formation. Recently 
Dr. Mario V. Bisordi of Mounl 
Vernon, N. Y.. told of his ex- 
periences with five bleeders. All 
had been under his care for six 
to 15 years and he know bow 
much trouble they were having. 


A boy nf 6, for example, had 


10 hemorrhafiic episodes in less 
than a year. He had bled from a 
lacerated tongue when 10 months 
old and had his first transfusion 
as a tyke of 2. He was given pea- 
nul flour and had no trouble dur- 
ing the next five months. 


Then 
the child developed 
a 


cold, with congestion of the ton- 
sils, which caused bleeding from

a small vessel in Ihe Ihroal. The 
boy was hospitalized for 14 days 
and received

Dr. Bisordi says they 
relic-lied against swallowing seven 
to 22 level tablespoons of peanut 
flour daily.
